Provisional 
Premier 


BANGKOK (Kyodo-Reuter)— 
Nominated army members of 
the new Thai General Assembly 
met in a 10-minute assembly 
Session Friday morning to ap 
point a speaker and two deputy 
speakers. 

The session adjourned until 
Saturday morning when the 
assemblymen are to choose a 
new Thai provisional Premier. 

A total of 123 service leaders 
were appointed national assem- 
blymen by royal proclamation 
Wednesday following the army 
coup. 

They are to form the Thai Na- 
tional Assembly until elections 
are held in thrée months. 

Asked if he would accept the 
premiership if the Assembly 
nominated him, Marshal Sarit~ 
the new strongman—said, “No. 
If I did that people would think 
I took this action (the coup) to 
aggrandize myself.” 

When newsmen asked what 
he would do if the Assembly 
insisted, Sarit said with another 
loud laugh “in that case, maybe 
I'll take it,” 

Marshal Sarit said the Amer- 
ican Ambassador, Max Bishop, 
would call on him later Friday 
for a discussion on the situa- 
tion. Bishop is due to return 
home on leave on Sept. 27. 

Asked if the new Govern- 


neutralism for Thailand, Sarit 
said questions like that would 
be up to the Government itself. 

Asked for his personal opin- 
ion of neutralism, Marshal Sarit 
said “I'd better not say any- 
thing now.” 

A “big renovation” of Thai- 
land’s police force is planned 
to “wipe out the people's feel- 
ing of dislike toward the 
police,” an army spokesman 
said earlier Friday. 

He was speaking after Gen.

command.

MOSCOW (Kyodo)—An eight- 
member Japanese labor delega- 
tion now visiting Russia met 
with Deputy Premier A. I. Miko- 
yan and M. A, Suslov, member 
of the Communist Party Central 
Committee, for two hours Wed- 
nesday and discussed various 
problems of concern to Japan 
and Russia. 

During the meeting, Mikoyan 
and Suslov told the Japanese 
labor group that Russia was 
ready to return the Habomai 
and Shikotan Island groups to 
Japan at any time.

Nevada Underground A-Blast 


LONDON (Kyodo- Reuter)— 
Scientists in three continents 
reported Friday that they had 
apparently registered on de- 
licate seismographs the shock- 
waves of the world’s first under- 
ground atom blast in the United 
States. 

The bomb—exploded 800 feet 
below ground in the Nevada 
desert Thursday—was expected 
to tell scientists all over the 
world something of the earth’s 
structure. 

The scientists’ observations, 
reported by: Reuter correspon- 
dents Friday, were: 

Toronto: A “rather weak 
pulse” was registered on a Uni- 
versity of Toronto seismograph. 

Johannesburg: Twenty-five 
minutes after the bomb is be- 
lieved to have exploded, two 
scientists near here saw a jum-. 
bled “squiggle” flash across their 
seismograph. 

Tokyo; Japanese scientists re- 
corded ground shock waves 
which they attributed to the 
Nevada explosion. 

Dr. Chuji Murata, of the Na- 
tional Science Museum, said the 
combined longtitudinal and sec- 
ondary,*or transverse, waves 
lasted 20 minutes.

Observatories Report 


The Abuyama Seismological 
Observatory of Kyoto Univer- 
sity, located at Takatsuki, Osa- 
ka Prefecture, reported it had 
detected seismic waves with a 
maximum amplitude of 0.5 mic- 
ron. The waves started at 2:13 
a.m, and lasted for 10 secorids. 


Kenzo Sasa, head of the obser- 
vatory, expressed belief that 
the waves were caused by the 
American explosion. 

He said that unlike earth- 
quakes, the epicenter of the de- 
tonation that caused the abnor- 
mal waves was indicated to be 
comparatively near the earth’s 
surface,

Subcommittee to Study 
Kremlin’s Treaty Draft 


Japan and the Soviet Union agreed at the fourth session of 
their trade talks yesterday to set up a subcommittee to study 
the Soviet-submitted draft treaty of commerce and navigation. 

The subcommittee is expected to meet Thursday. 

The main purpose of the subcommittee is to enable Japan 


to seek explanations and neces- 
sary data on the draft treaty, 
which was presented by the So- 


| viets at the second session Fri- 


day last week, preliminary to 
full-scale discussion of the 
treaty. 

The difference of views on the 
scope of the current trade talks 
was thus resolved at the fourth 
session, held at the Foreign Of- 
fice yesterday morning. 

Sources close to the Japanese 
delegation disclosed, however, 
that at yesterday’s meeting, the 
two parties still remained divid- 
ed over the payment formula 
with Japan demanding cash set- 
tlement in pound sterling and 
the Soviet Union favoring an 
open account. 

To thrash out the difference 
on this issue, a subcommittee 
held its initial session yester- 
day afternoon, 

The Soviets made it plain that 
they had no intention of hold- 
ing the Japanese Government 
responsible for executing any 
trade program, as they said they 
recognized that Japan’s foreign 
trade is being conducted on a 
private basis, informed sources 
revealed, 

They disclosed the Soviets 
consented to limit the term of 
a trade agreement to one year. 

They said the Soviets also ex- 
pressed the desire to study 
Japan’s trade and foreign ex- 
change control system. There- 
fore, they added, the negotiators 
agreed to organize still another 
subcommittee for Japan to ex- 
plain the system. This subcom- 
mittee also met yesterday after- 
noon.

Kishi Vows 
Fight Against 
Enemies of 
Democracy 


Prime Minister Kishi set the 
goal yesterday of building a 
permanent structure for Japan- 
U.S. cooperation and pledged to 
fight against communism and 
all other forms of totalitaria- 
nism, “which are incompatible 
with democracy.” 

In this context also he called 
for the banishment of “the three 
evils”—violence, corruption and 
poverty. 

Kishi spoke at the Kyoritsu 
Hall and again at the Suginami 
Public Hall in Tokyo to kick 
off the Liberal-Democratic Par- 
ty’s first nationwide stumping 
campaign since the Kishi Cabi- 
net was formed in Febuary. 

It was also the first time that 
Kishi, as head of the ruling 
party, gave a formal policy 
speech in public. 

In his address, Kishi said he 
hoped to speedily settle the re- 
parations issues with Indonesia 
and South Vietnam, to pave the 
way for establishment of an 
Asian development fund and a 
setup for technical cooperation. 

He vowed he would keep up 
strenuous efforts for a total ban 
on nuclear experiments and 
large-scale disarmament among 
the big powers. 

Turning to domestic issues, 
the Prime Minister charged the 
General Council of Japan Trade 
Unions (Sohyo), Japan’s most 
influential labor organization, 
was obstructing the country’s 
economic development with its 
class struggles. He indicated he 
would take strong measures 
against labor movements that 
clash with the welfare and in- 
terests of the people. 

A long-range consolidated pro- 
gram was being drafted, Kishi 
said, to stabilize economy and 
to foster steady and balanced 
economic expansion and devel- 
opment. He said he hoped to 
build up a welfare state under a 
free economy. 

He promised to give more 
teeth to laws for controlling 
violence, to make it a criminal 
offense to peddle influence and 
to expand the social security 


system in a move to banish 
poverty. 
Economic Planning Agen- 


cy Director Ichiro Kono 
warned against moves to dis- 
turb the nation’s economy in 
anticipation of a devaluation of 
the yen, 

Defense Agency Director Ju- 
ichi Tsushima said that the 
American-Japanese Committee 
on Security, established accord- 
ing to the _ Kishi-Eisenhower 
joint statement, had clarified 
the relationship between the 
Japan-U.S, Security Treaty and 
the United Nations Charter, 

Tsushima emphasized that the 
statement also made plain that 
the U.S. military activities in 
Japan were of a temporary na- 
ture pending a U.N, action, 

International Trade and In- 
dustry Minister Shigesaburo 
Maeo predicted that it may be 
possible for this country to ex- 
port 2,900 million dollars worth 
of merchandise despite the 2,800 
million dollar export goal set for 
the current year. 

Kishi was scheduled to give 
policy speeches in Hokkaido to- 
day and later in Osaka, Fuku- 
oka and other major cities.

Would Be Harmful 


UNITED NATIONS, 
N.Y. (INS)—Japanese For- 
eign Minister Fujiyama in- 
dicated disapproval Thurs- 
day of U.S. Secretary of 
State John Foster Dulles’ 
attack in the U.N. Assem- 
bly on Soviet infiltration 


in the Middle East. 


Dulles had called for U.N. non- 
military action to end Russian 
infiltration and warned that the 
sharp left turn of Syria had im- 
periled Turkey, 

Fujiyama expressed disagree- 
ment with Dulles when asked 
during a news conference wheth- 
er Japan would favor U.N. de- 
bate on the touchy Middle East, 
as suggested by the U.S. Secre- 
tary of State. 

Fujivama answered: 

“Frankly speaking, I wonder 
whether such a statement does 
not provoke the Soviet Union 
into a greater intensification of 
its own position. [I wonder 
whether such a debate might be 
useful.” 

When questioned whether he 
meant the Dulles’ statement, 
Fujiyama answered: “Yes.” 

Fujiyama also indicated dis- 
agreement with Dulles’ state- 
ment that the U.S. was in the 
process of developing a nuclear 
bomb without radioactive fall- 
out, 

When questioned as to his 

on Dulles’ claim to the 

that there was no rise 

in the level of radioactivity in 

the world from recent tests, the 
Japanese envoy replied: 

“So long as there is no scienti- 
fic proof of clean bombs and 
clean nuclear weapons I am not 
in any position to give any un- 
conditional support to that 
idea.” 

The U.S. Secretary of State 
had also said it was necessary to 
continue the nuclear detona- 
tions in order to obtain a 
“clean” bomb. 

Fujiyama said suppert for 
Japanese membership on the 
1957-58 Security Council was 
“steadily and gradually increas- 
ing, but one can never tell until 
the end in an election.” 

The only opposition to Japan 
is the Communist candidate of

NEW YORK (INS)—Foreign 
Minister Fujiyama told Amer- 
ican business leaders IlTriday 
that “maintenance and develop- 
ment of the American market 
is a matter of life or death to 
the Japanese economy.” 

Addressing a luncheon gather- 
ing in New York’s hotel 
Waldorf-Astoria, Fujiyama pro- 
mised that Japan will do its 
part to insure the expansion of 
Japanese-American trade “is 
carried forward on an orderly 
basis.” 

The Foreign Minister warned 
that any tightening of U.S. im- 
port barriers wil lead eventual- 
ly to a dangerous “disclocation 
of the world economy.” 

What might seem a “trifling” 
import slash to America, he 
said, would destroy “the very 
livelihood of entire Japanese 
towns and cities.” 

He said the Japanese Govern- 
ment is studying means of ex- 
changing information with 
American businessmen in an ef- 
fort to win wider markets for 
Japan and understanding for 
her problems. 

The Foreign Minister spoke 
as a luncheon guest of the Ja- 
pan Society, the Far East-Amer- 
ica Council and the Japanese 
Chamber of Commerce of New 
York. 

Speaking as a “businessman” 
himself, Fujiyama described 
Japan’s worsening internation- 
al payment balance and foreign 
exchange drain of the past year. 

Japan increased imports as

America ranks first in Japan’s 
foreign trade—sending 55 per 
cent of Japan’s total imports 
but taking only 20 per cent of 
Japan’s exports. 

Crucial dollars can be earned 
in only a few countries, Fuji- 
yama said, “and despite Japan's 
endeavors to cultivate new mar- 
kets, the relation of the Amer- 
ican market to Japanese export 
trade is of even greater impor- 
tance.” 

Because of its powerful infiu- 
ence on the worid economy, 
Fujiyama said that if the U.S. 
“should tighten her import re- 
strictions against foreign mer- 
chandise through tariffs or by 
other means, it would produce, 
I fear, immeasurable repercus- 
sions throughout the world’— 
political as well as economic. 

Japan’s medium.and small en- 
terprises, he said, accounted for 
a large portion of exports to the 
U.S. Any cutback would ruin 
them. 

Perhaps there had been a lack 
of first-hand information in 
Japan, he added. “Accordingly 
it has been proposed in Japan

The proposals were put be- 
fore the United Nations General 
Assembly in resolution form by 
Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei 
Gromyko. 

Gromyko actually introduced 
three resolutions, the third call- 
ing for a “declaration of peace- 
ful coexistence of states” under 
an agreement to settle disputes 
“exclusively by peaceful 
means.” 


The draft resolution on sus- 
pension of nuclear Weapons 
tests refers to world concern 
about such experiments and 
states that a moratorium on 
them would “constitute the first 
practical step” toward complete 
prohibition of such arms and 
“would be an obstacle in per-

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U.S. Official Reveals Rocket 
Fired ‘Thousands of Miles’ 


WASHINGTON (INS) — The 
Defense Department’s guided 
missile chief said officially for 
the first time Thursday night 
that the U.S. has fired a rocket 
“thousands of miles.” _ 

The official, William M. Hola- 
day, also reported that the U.S. 
is experimenting with chemical 
fuels that may provide four 
times more power per pound 
than petroleum.

considered by the U.N.” 


Gromyko Hits Back 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. (AP) 
—Soviet Foreign Minister An- 
drei Gromyko blamed the West 
Friday for the tense Middle 
East situation. He declared 
Russia “cannot watch impassive- 
ly over a Situation that bears 
upon its own security” in a 
speech at the United Nations. 

The Soviet leader struck back 
vigorously at charges made by 
Secretary of State Dulles that 
the Kremlin was endangering 
peace in the Middle East by 
sending arms to Arab countries. 

Addressing the 82-nation Gen- 
eral Assembly, Gromyko said: 
“The Soviet Union cannot place 
itself in the position of an im- 
passive observer while the Near 
and Middle East—an area close 
to the frontiers of the Soviet 
Union, is being turned into a 
permanent hotbed of military 
conflicts.” 

He accused the West of in- 
venting charges against the So- 
viet Union to hide its own in- 
tentions to dominate the Mid- 
dle East. 

He placed the blame specifi- 
cally on the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization (NATO) 
and asserted that “rude political 
and economic pressure is being 
exerted” against Syria. 

“Lately,” he said, “she is 
being more and more frequently 
threatened with open military 
intervention.” 

The reason for this, Gromyko 
continued, “is that the people of 
Svria and their Government re- 
fuse to submit to foreign dicta- 
tion or to allow their country to 
be drawn into aggressive blocs.” 

He declared that the U.S. post- 
tion on the Syrian problem is 
ample proof “that the FEisen- 
hower doctrine is completely 
hostile to the interests of the 
people of the Near East.” 

Dulles told the Assembly 
Thursday that Turkey is facing 
a “growing military danger” as 
a result of Soviet arms massed

2nd 100,000 Slash — 
Ordered by Wilson 


WASHINGTON (AP)—Secre- 
tary of Defense Charles Wilson 
Thursday ordered an additional 
cut of 100,000 men from the 
U.S. armed services, and said 
35,000 to 40,000 civilian em- 
ployes of the U.S. military serv- 
ices probably will be dropped. 


Wilson told a news confer- 
ence the manpower cuts will 
force the Air Force to drop at 
least four wings, the Army to 
deactivate one additiqnal divi- 
sion, and the Navy to lay up 
more ships. 


The Air Force now has 133 
active wings and has been drop- 
ping slowly to the 128-level au- 
thorized by the current budget. 


The 100,000 cut in the armed 
services ordered Thursday is to 
be put into effect as promptly 
as possible with next June 30 
as a deadline for completing it. 

Qn July 16, Wilson had order- 
ed a 100,000 cut. 


That order and Thursday’s, in 
combination, will reduce the au- 
thorized strength of all U.S. 
services to 2,600,000 instead of 
the 2,800,000 originally authoriz- 
ed for this fiscal year which be- 
gan July 1. 

In response to questions at 
the news conference, Wilson 
said that it was a “fair assump- 
tion” that total military strength 
would be further reduced and 
that it would be below the 2,- 
600,000 total ceiling established 
in today’s economy order.

French Gov't 
Stakes Fate 
Over Algeria 


PARIS (Kyodo-UP)—Premier 
Maurice Bourges-Maunoury, his 
Cabinet split over the Algerian 
issue, staked the fate of his Gov- 
ernment Friday on a roundtable 
conference with France’s politi- 
cal chiefs. 


Bourges-Maunoury summoned 
the leaders of all major political 
parties, with the exception of 
the Poujadists and Communists, 
to what amounted to a do-or-die 
conference this morning, 


The conservative newspaper 
Aurore said Bourges-Maunoury 
would resign if no solution was 
reached by Friday night. 

The premier hoped the party 
leaders could break through the 
deadlock reached by his Cabinet 
on the Government's controver- 
sial bill for Mimited home rule 
for Algeria. 


Defense Minister Andre Mo- 
rice, leader of the opposition 
within the Cabinet, has threat- 
ened to resign in protest against 
a provision creating a strong ex- 
ecutive in the North African De- 
partment. Minister for Algeria 
Robert Lacoste has pledged to 
resign if Morice does. So have 
three other Radical Socialist 
members of the Cabinet. 


The resignations of the min- 
isters would “pull the rug” 
from under Bourges-Maunoury’s 
three-month-old Government, 
political observers agreed. 

The Home Rule Bill is sche- 
duled to come up for debate be- 
fore the National Assembly at 
an emergency session next 
week. If Bourges-Maunoury 
falls before then, the measure 
will die. 

Bourges-Maunoury thus far 
had refused to agree to changes 
that would radically modify the 
bill, especially in view of the 
impending debate on Algeria in 
the U.N. General Assembly. 

Even if Bourges -Maunoury 
does survive on the Algerian 
crisis, he faces another battle 
on his agricultural policy.

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Skeptical of 
Tass Report 


Soviet Union has successfully 
tested an intercontinental ballis- 
tic missile did not indicate any 
conyiction that this’ missile 
would be able to reach its tar- 
get, the Public Security In- 
vestigation Agency announcéd 
yesterday. 

It said that the Tass report 
only indicated the possibility of 
the missile being released, not 
the conviction that it would hit 
its target, adding that it was 
only a trial manufacture. 

The announcement was made 
regarding the results of in- 
vestigations conducted by the 
agency regarding the missile 
which appeared in the Soviet 
Government paper Izvestia. 

The agency said that the re- 
port made by Tass News Agency 
was slightly different in nuance 
from the original announcement 
made by the Soviet Government 
which appeared in Izvestia, It 
added that the Tass report 
placed too much emphasis on 
the assumption that the missile 
could hit any part of the world. 

According to the agency an- 

nouncement, the actual condi- 
tions of the Soviets’ newly de- 
veloped missile were very diff- 
ferent from the impressions the 
Tass report left on the general 
public following the report. 
The agency fturther said that 
it would be a mistake to believe 
that the development of the So- 
viet missile had upset the ba- 
lance of nuclear war potentiali- 
ty between the United States 
and Russia all of a sudden, It 
added that the odds were still 
in favor of the West in this 
point. 
The agency drew the follow- 
ing conclusion from the results 
of its scrutiny of the Soviet an- 
nouncement on the missile: 

1. In the test of the missile 
the correctness of calculations 
and design was proved, but it 
was still a trial manufacture. 

2. Several missiles weve test- 
ed, but only one of them reach- 
ed the target area. 

3. The actual flight distance 
of the missile was not revealed 
in the Soviet announcement, al- 
though the word “intercontinen- 
tal” was affixed to the name of 
the missile. 

4. Regarding precision in hit- 
ting its target, the announce- 
ment mentioned only a target 
area and it was not possible to 
find out how wide the area was.

Buchanan, 28, of Clement City, 
New Jersey, is accused by the 
Japanese of evading customs du- 
ties and taxes while importing 
cars into this country. He was 
arrested by the Japanese police 
in Yokohama on June 18, along 
with another American and two 
Japanese citizens. He has since 
been put in various Japanese 
jails and prisons while those ar- 
rested with him have been re- 
leased. Buchanan is now held 
in a Yokohama prison. 

An American Embassy offi- 
cial said, “we protest formally 
if the bearer notifies us” that 
his passport has been seized by 
a foreign government “with 
whom we have diplomatic rela- 
tions.” 

American Embassy officials 
were notified by the Canadian 
Embassy that Buchanan’s Cana- 
dian wife had pleaded with 
them to intercede. 

The attorney also said he had 
asked the American Consulate to 
find out why Buchanan was be- 
ing “discriminated” against 
when those arrested together 
with him were long out on bail. 

Shimeall said that this “in- 
fringes on the presumption of 
innocence which is a right ob- 
served both in Japan and the 
United States” under laws 
which state that a man is inno- 
cent until proven guilty.

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Haniwa Figures Belong 
To Burial Mound Period 


By ‘JRO 

_ There have been various 
modes of burying the dead in 
‘the world in ancient times, 
such as water burial, exposure 
to the wind and elements, as 
well as by cremation. But per- 
haps the most common practice 
was to bury them under the 
ground, Examples of such a 
tomb have been found in a 
Stone Age site in Kawachi pro- 
vince where the dead were 
buried by the so-called method 
of “body bent and made to em- 
brace a rock, and the head 
— by an _ earthenware 
ar.” 

At the Ubayama kitchen mid- 
den of the Jomon culture the 
dead were buried with bodies 
stretched. In the preneolithic 
age, when metal and stone im- 
plements were used, some tombs 
used Yayoi type jars as coffins.

tury and lasted until toward the 
end of the seventh century, as 
shown by the extensive display 
of artifacts in the upstairs of 
the Hyokeikan Annex of the To- 
kyo National Museum. 

During that period various 
forms of burial mounds were in 
vogue. Externally, some were 
round, some squarish, some 
round on a square base, some 
roundish between two long 
heaps of earth, or with a squar- 
ish front and roundish rear. 
They varied not only in shape, 
but also in size. The largest 
one was made for the Emperor 
Nintoku who died in 399 A.D, 
His burial mound had a squar- 
ish front and roundish rear, 
surrounded by three moats, one 
outside the other. It was enor- 
mous in size and compared 
with the greatest Pyramid of 
Gizeh in Egypt, being about 
three and a half times in length 
and occupied an area about 
seven times the area occupied 
by the largest pyramid of 
Egypt. 

In Korea and China, burial 
chambers were dug deep into 
the ground, unlike the Japanese 
ones.

Haniwa were already in use. 
in the reigns of Emperor Sujin 
(95-30 B.C.) and Emperor 
Suinin (29 B.C.-70A.D.), fidur- 
ished in the reigns of Emperor 
Ojin (270-310) and Nintoku (313- 
399) and declined gradually 
after the introduction of Bud- 
dhism into Japan in 538. 

These figures seem to have 
been originally made in cylin- 
ders which were stuck into the 
ground closely together around 
the base of the mound, while 
large cobblestones covered the 
entire mound. 

Some cylinders show a sug- 
gestion of human features mark- 
ed on them as if to show the 
evolution of the cylinders into 
human figures, but in reality 
such does not seem the case, 


introduction of human figures 
into the haniwa is often taken 
as a substitute for living human 
beings in human immolation, as 
hinted at in the Nihon Shoki.

monopoly Law. The council is 
composed of the Radio and 
Electrical Machinery Associa- 
tion and 16 appliances manufac- 
turers, both of which were 
under investigation. 

The move by manufacturers 
to fix prices came to light last 
summer. when the Daiichi San- 
gyo Co. of Hiroshima tied up 
with the Chubu Electric Power 
Co. to sell TV sets and electric 
washing machines 30 per cent 
cheaper than the retail price set 
by the makers and the makers 
closed ranks in refusing to sell 
to the company. 

The electric appliance makers 
will be warned to desist from 
any concerted move to control 
prices and it is expected the 
market stabilization council will 
be dissolved although no defi- 
nite ruling has been made on 
the matter by the Fair Trade 
Commission yet. 

At any rate, the decision is 
expected to throw the retail 
market into a fierce selling war 
with almost unlimited price 
slashing. 


Automobile Output

783 in August, a decrease of 
1,575 as compared with the 
January figure, the Japan 
Automobile Industry Assn, an- 
nounced yesterday.

The rising Japanese standard 
of living of the past five years

Britain’s recent economic 
history has been marked by a 
slow.y rising inflationary spiral 
manifested by a steady rise in 
prices at a rate of 3 or 4 per 
cent a year and a balance of 
payments position which is not 
quite strong enough to finance 
its foreign investments and to 
increase its gold and dollar re- 
serves. 

The British action, as West 
Germany's Federal Bank reduc- 
ed its interest rates by % per 
cent, will not only tend to halt 
inflation in Britain and protect 
the pound, but will also go a 
long way toward holding down 
the flight of capital toward West 
Germany.

Banking circles in Tokyo ac- 
cepted the 2 per cent bank rate 
increase announced by the Bank 
of England Thursday as Brit- 
ain’s expression of its deter- 
mination to tide over its cur- 
rent economic crisis. 


The circles opined that the 
British action has reduced the 
possibility of a pound devalua- 
tion about which there have 
been persistent rumors in many 
circles. 

Some observed, however, 
that it was doubtful whether 
the present British economic 
crisis could be overcome by the 
latest action since Britain has 
been heavily troubled by the 
danger of inflation and a drain 
of its gold and dollar reserves. 


The circles also observed that 
the British action has been de- 
signed to cope with a bank rate 
cut carried out by West Ger- 
many Wednesday to chec: the 
excessive inflow of sho t-term 
speculative funds to that coun- 
try. | 

Meanwhile, economic critic 
Kenzo Oshima said it could not 
be considered certain that Brit- 
ain would adhere long to the 
high money rate policy. If 
favorable effects were gained, 
it would reduce the bank rate 
immediately, he predicted. 


The British action, Oshima 
said, might hamper its exports 
somewhat but might not prove 
a deterrent to Japanese foreign 
trade. Neither would it have a 
major influence on the Japanese 
money market, he said.

Financial officials here said 
full effectiveness of the British 
measures could only be guar- 
anteed if the French discount 
rate was also raised. ° 

The officials doubted whether 
the high British rate would pre- 
vail for long. They believed it 
was raised mainly in view of 
the world monetary conference 
in Washington on Sept. 28. 


French Opinion 

PARIS (Kyodo-Reuter)— 
Treasury and Bank of France 
Officials said the sharp increase 
in the British bank rate was a 
sign that “the British Govern- 
ment intends to defend the cur- 
rent rate of the pound at its 
present level at least for the 
time being.” 


Russian Comment 

LONDON (AP)—The Soviet 
Tass Agency and Moscow Radio 
quickly told the Russian people 
about the increase in the Brit- 
ish bank rate to 7 per cent. 

Their report said: “These 
measures will lead to a further 
curtailment of construction 
work, particularly that of 
schools, to the bankruptcy of 
many small businesses, to re- 
duced hire purchase sales (time 
payments), and to a still furth- 
er deterioration of the living 
standards of British workers.”

Short-Term Loan Project 
For S.E. Asia Explored 


By MITSURU YAMAMOTO 


The Foreign Office is explor- 
ing the possibility of setting up 
a financial organ to. extend 
short-term loans to Southeast 
Asian countries, with agricul- 
tural products as surety, as a 
first step toward materializa- 
tion of Prime Minister Kishi’s 
plan for a development fund. 

With Kishi’s second South- 
east Asian trip just around the 
corner, the Foreign Office is 
trying hard to lick into shape 
the plan on which he sounded 
the leaders of Southeast Asian 
countries during his first trip 
to the area and to which he 
failed to obtain sufficient sup- 
port from the U.S. Government 
later. 

To extend short-term loans is 
the third and the least important 
of the three functions of the 
planned Southeast Asian 
development fund. 

It is because the Philippines 
and Thailand showed a little in- 
terest only in this aspect of the 
plan that the Foreign Office is 
beginning to pay attention to 
this point. 

Generally speaking, all the 
countries to which Kishi made 
the overtures, did not show any 
special immediate reaction, ap- 
parently indicating that they 
were not in a position to make 
any commitment to the idea be- 
fore they were sure that Japan 
would be able to secure the 
needed money from the United 
States. 

The Foreign Office, confront- 
ing the reality that Japan can- 
not expect an American contri- 
bution to the proposed fund at 
least in the near future, has 
been forced to salvage the part 
of the plan to which a few 
countries reacted favorably. 

The Foreign Office is also ex- 
amining the possibility that 
some Western countries, such 
as West Germany and Switzer- 
land, which are interested in ex- 
porting machinery to this area, 
might subscribe to the fund. 

Under the plan as envisaged 
by the Foreign Office, a South- 
east Asian country, buying ma- 
chinery from abroad would be 
able to obtain a low-interest 
short-term loan from the pro- 
posed fund. 

The loan would be paid back 
to the fund when the country 
has received payments for its 
exports of primary products 
such as rice and rubber. 

The Foreign Office has recent- 
ly made a comparatively small 
budget demand of 5,400 million 
ven (about 15 million dollars) 
to the Finance Ministry as a 
contribution to the develop- 
ment fund, in consideration of 
the probability that the original 
“grandiose” plan would ulti 
mately be scaled down to that 
level. 

The Finance Ministry is said 
to be taking indifferent attitude 
to this plan of the Foreign 
Office. 

A Finance Ministry source 
Said that such a plan would be 


meaningful only if, as original- 
ly planned, a considerable sum 
of money is obtained for the 
fund from the United States 
and if its main function is to 
extend long-term loans for in- 
dustrial development of South- 
east Asian countries. 

It would be meaningless if 
the only function of the plan 
is to extend short-term com- 
mercial loans, the source said. 

The same source added that it 
would be better for Japan to 
spend the sum on the moderni- 
zation of its domestic industrial 
equipment than on such a plan. 


Asians Keen 
On Aid Plan: 
Kobayashi 


SINGAPORE (Kyodo-UP)— 
Japan's roving ambassador 
Ataru Kobayashi arrived here 
from Colombo Thursday and 
told newsmen that all countries 
which he had sounded out on 
the Southeast Asia Development 
Fund project showed keen in- 
terest but needed more details. 

The views of the U.S. Gov- 
ernment, he said, would be avail- 
able when Japanese Foreign 
Minister Fujiyama returned to 
Japan from his current visit 
to America. 

Kobayashi said he was col- 
lecting information and _  ex- 
changing views on trade and 
economic matters during his trip 
and would report to Prime Min- 
ister Kishi on his return to 
Tokyo. 

The ambassador denied that 
his impending visit to Indonesia 
was aimed especially at discuss- 
ing reparations, but he did not 
rule out the possibility that the 
matter might crop up during 
his talks with Indonesian offi- 
cials. 

On the reparations question, 
he said Minister Takagi, who 
is carrying on negotiations in 
Jakarta, would submit a formal 
report to the Japanese Govern 
ment, which, he said, was con 
tinuously striving to reach a 
settlement with Indonesia. 

Kobayashi will confer with 
Chief Minister Lim Yew Hock, 
Trade and Commerce Minister 
J. M. Jumabhoy and Governor 
Sir Robert Black. He will leave 
for Jakarta Saturday. 


Taiwan Backs Plan 
TAIPEI (AP)—Premier O. K. 
Yui said Friday the Nationalist 
Chinese Government fully sup-

With Greece and Turkey to be counted out, as is pretty 
certain to be the case, this alliance would consist only of 
Communist countries, and the present accord between 
Yugoslavia, Greece and Turkey must presumably be end- 
ed, although this, with the present feud between Greece 
and Turkey, has not much significance. 


Any organization of Communist countries of whic]. 
Soviet Russia is not a member could hardly fail to be 
looked upon with suspicion by Moscow, which still regards 
itself as the natural headquarters of the Communist move- 
ment and is not likely to give up that position easily. 

Romania’s proposal certainly carries with it a sugges- 
‘tion that among East European Communists there is to be 
found some sort of desire for a reorganization of rela- 
tions among the peoples who have had to accept a Red 


regime. 


That desire may form part of a larger realiza- 


tion that, even if communism were all that the Commu- 


nists claim it to be, it can 


be no easy matter to fit it 


to the various national interests and susceptibilities in- 


volved. 


In other words, if the cloth be good there is still

Nullification in Arkansas | 


It is reasonably plain that 
Gov. Faubus put on his 
show at the,Central High School 
in Little Rock, not in order to 
prevent disorder, but in order 
to nullify the decision of the 
Supreme Court. He has him- 
self admitted that he was per- 
suaded to act during a visit to 
Arkansas on Aug. 22 by the gov- 
ernor of Georgia. And although 
it has been denied from Georgia 
that the two governors reached 
an understanding, Gov. Faubus 
has in fact done precisely what 
he was told that Gov. Griffin 
was prepared to do in his state. 

The circumstances of the 
whole affair indicate, indeed 
prove, that the governor's deci- 
sion to use the National Guard 
to keep the Negro children out 
of the school was taken some 
time before there could have 
been any manifestation by the 
mob. We know on the highest 
local authority in Little Rock, 
that of the mayor and of the 
school board, that the mob dis- 
order did not precede but has 
followed the intervention of the 
National Guard troops. 
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The mayor is insisting that 
the local police were quite ade- 
quate to cope with any trouble 
that might have arisen if there 
had been ‘ho provocation by the 
governor’s “unwarranted inter- 
ference to create tension where 
none existed.” If the governor 
had really been concerned, as 


he pretends to be, with the dan- 


ger of mob disorder, he would 
not have sent in the National 
Guard until there was some evi- 
dence that the local police were 
inadequate. What, in fact, he 
did wes to supersede the local 
police before there was any dis- 
order at all.

Did you ever hear of anyone 
baking a cookie by the rays of 
the sun? Well, that’s just what 
a 20-year-old senior at the 
Polytechnic Institute of Brook- 
lyn did recently. 

As part of his engineering 
course, this young man designed 
and constructed a solar stove 
capable of generating up to 450 
degrees of heat on sunny days. 
It was made from a cardboard 
box, plywood, a sheet of 
aluminum, some copper tubing 
and an old alarm clock that 
rotated the reflector to track 
the sun, 

The imagination and enter- 
prise displayed by this one stu- 
dent is an outstanding, practical 
example of how the daring that 
God instilled in youth can 
break through barriers to limit- 
less goals for the benefit of 
mankind. 

Scientists have pointed out 
repeatedly that the sun’s rays 
can cook food for hundreds of 
millions over the earth who 
cannot now afford fuel, as well 
as cool family dwellings in the 
tropics and run _§$ industrial 
plants in great cities.

Asahi Shimbun, commenting 
on’ Foreign Minister Fujiyama’s 
speech before the United Na- 
tions General Assembly, regret- 
ted that although he placed the 
banning of nuclear tests before 
all other disarmament measures, 
he had at the same time en- 
dorsed the West’s package dis- 
armament plan which embraced 
suspension of nuclear tests, If 
Fujiyama really meant what he 
said, the paper added, it is not 
possible to determine whether 
Fujiyama had placed priority 
for a nuclear test ban or a disar- 
mament agreement. The paper 
expressed belief that West's 
package offer will not bring an 
early solution since there will 
be no disarmament agreement 
until the Soviet side has accept- 
ed all items incorporated in the 


-package plan. 


Mainichi Shimbun commented 
on Foreign Minister Fujiyama’s 
Speech at the United Nations 
General Assembly. The paper 
said the Foreign Minister was 
right in having stressed that 
Japan, as a member of the 
United Nations and as one of 
the Asian countries, would try 
to maintain world peace. His 
speech, the paper said, was a re- 
c6nfirmation of the established 
Japanese policy to become the 
bridge between the East and the 
West. It also noted that the 
disarmament issue is not only

involved but one of the entire 
world. 


Yomiuri Shimbun dealt with 
Fujiyama’s speech at the United 
Nations and expressed satisfac- 
tion that he had _ clarified 
Japan’s basic position and had 
taken up the various problems 
confronting this nation. This 
can be interpreted, the paper 
Said, as proof of the establish- 
ment of Japan’s status in the 
world organization. If the na- 
tion is elected a nonpermanent 
member of the U.N. Security 
Council, it said, it will add a 
new page to its diplomatic his- 
tory. If Japan wants. to 
strengthen its relations with 
other Asiatic countries, it must 
first understand the wishes of 
these countries and must not 
blindly follow the West Euro- 
pean countries, the paper said. 


Kahoku Shimpo (Sendai) 
welcomed the establishment by 
the Bank of Japan of an organ 
for analyzing business trends 
and a similar plan now under 
contemplation by the Economic 
Planning Agency. In this re- 
gard, the paper pointed out 
that the nation enjoyed the so- 
called biggest prosperity since 
Emperor Jimmu last year with 
exports and production climbing 
steadily. All of a sudden, how- 
ever, it said, the business pic- 
ture has undergone a complete 
change in a short space of time, 
throwing this country into the 
present foreign currency crisis. 
Those in responsible positions, 
the paper said, were unable to

foresee the sudden change in 
the nation’s economic situation.

Osaka Shimbun (Osaka), com- 
menting on the current Russo- 
Japanese trade negotiations, 
said the Russian side has come 
out with an unexpected propo- 
sal for concluding a treaty of 
commerce and navigation 
which would constitute the first 
major hindrance to the talks 
which are under way in Tokyo. 
Japan, the paper regretted, has 
yet to ready itself for conclu- 
sion of such a treaty because 
it was considering to talk only 
on such problems as reciprocal 
trade and settlement formulas. 
There is, thus, no other alter- 
native for this country, it said, 
but to negotiate only on trade 
and payments by separating the 
issue of a treaty of commerce 
and navigation for the time 
being. 


Chugoku Shimbun (Hiroshi- 
ma) asked the 12th session of 
the United Nations General 
Assembly to work out some 
measure to stop the nuclear 
tests. The paper pointed out 
that the Soviet Union during 
the London disarmament con- 
ference conducted a test firing 
of its intercontinental ballistic 
missile and the United States 
quite recently announced a 
plan to carry out a series of nu- 
clear tests. These tests by 
various big powers, it said, suf- 
ficed to show that they afe 
engaged in an armament race. 
If the General Assembly cannot 
correct such a situation, the pa- 
per feared, it will be discredit- 
ed in the eyes of the entire 
world, : 


picked for an experiment, and 
that Gov. Faubus was horns- 
woggled into providing a test 
case for an adventure in nulli- 
fication.

Dur- 
ing the summer in the debate in 
the Senate on the Civil Rights 
bill, there came to.be a nation- 
al understanding by all sections 
of the country that integration 
is not to be imposed on South- 
ern communities where the 
white citizens are predominant- 
ly opposed.

But in Little Rock the plan 
of integration was drawn up by 
the local school board, and it 
was explained for months to 
the civic organizations of Little 
Rock. It was, moreover, an ex- 
tremely moderate plan—to ad- 
mit nine Negro children among 
1,900 white children, and to pro- 
ceed gradually over a period of 
six years to admit a few more 
handfuls. The Little Rock plan 
called in fact for a token in- 
tegration, just enough to estab- 
lish symbolically the principle, 
not remotely enough to have 
any appreciable effect on the 
social order of the city. 

Gow Faubus, and those with 


whom he has thrown in his lot, 
are acting exactly as they would 
have acted if they intended to 
precipitate an irreconcilable con- 
flict in the hope that the fed- 
eral Government will accept de- 
feat. They have acted in a man- 
ner which, if they intended it, 
could not have beer caiculated 
more shrewdly to spoil the pro- 
gress toward an understanding 
and an accommodation which 
the country owes to Sen. Russell 
of Georgia, to Sen. Lyndon John- 
son and to Speaker K2xyburn.

The President cannot, it. need 
hardly be said, retreat and sur- 
render. Gov. Faubus has raised 
a critical issue which is whether 
the National Guard of a state 
may be used to prevent local 
communities within that state 
from obeying the law of the 
land. Is jt the right of a state 
to employ military force to nul- 
lify the Constitution? 


The President is bound, so it 
seems to me, not to consider 
that this affair is settled until 
a clear precedent has been es- 
tablished which rules out the 
use of the National Guard as 
an instrument of nullification. 

Congress and the President 
have both ruled out the use of 
federal troops to impose inte- 
gration. The necessary corol- 
lary is to rule out the use of 
state troops to impose segrega- 
tion, The principle is clear and 
the President will have over- 
whelming support from. the 
country in supporting it by all 
the legal powers at his com- 
mand,

Thailand’s Crisis

MELBOURNE (Radio Austra- 
lia/Via Radiopress)—The politi- 
cal crisis which is now taking 
place in Thailand is not unex- 
pected, It seems to be the re- 
sult of a split which took place 
recently with the resignation of 
Field Marshal Sarit Thanarat 
and some of his army followers 
from the Government led by 
Marshal Phibun Songgram, For 
more than 10 years Marshal 
Phibun Songgram successfully 
held the balance between the 
rival personalities who came to 
power with him in the coup of 
1947, 


However, recéntly there have 
been divisions on such a scale 
that a crisis was perhaps inevi- 
table. The differences within the 
government at Bangkok were 
not resolved at the elections last 
February which took place amid 
some confusion and was follow- 
ed by a state of emergency. 
There were also reports of mark- 
ed declines in the popularity of 
Gen, Phao, the chief of police, 
who was generally regarded as 
one of the sources of power be- 
hind Phibun, The Prime Minis- 
ter has hitherto held the balance 
between Sarit and Phao, men 
backed respectively by the army 
and the police, 


But I think it would be wrong 
to regard all this as necessarily 
providing any threat to the fun- 
damental stability of Thailand 
where a comparatively recent 
adoption of western forms of 
democracy has been accom- 
panied by the retention of sec- 
tional loyalty to outstanding per- 
sonalities. Amid all the shifts 
and changes on the surface of 
Bangkok, the outstanding fact 
is that since 1945 Thailand alone 
of the countries in Southeast 
Asia has remained virtually free 
from insurrection and civil war. 
In particular the Thai Govern- 
ment has not had to cope with 
armed Communist revolt. 


After the bloodless coup car- 
ried through by certain officers 
of the Thai army and police 
force in 1951, Thailand reverted 
to the 1932 Constitution which 
provide: for a half nominated 
single chamber legislature with 
Marshal Phibun holding the of- 
fices of Prime Minister and Min-

Thailand is also a foundation 
member of the Southeast Asia 
Treaty Organization with head- 
quarters located in Bangkok. 
The industrial development of 
Thailand continues steadily and 
the country is fortunate in not 
having suffered the economic 
dislocation caused by the 
World War II, at least not to 
the same extent as its neigh- 
bors. It has received the as- 
sistance of the United States 
and of the World Bank and 
heip under the Colombo Plan. 
In short I do not think that 
18,000,000 Thais are likely to 
be unduly disturbed by a redis- 
tribution of power among the

Alien Orphans 
To the Editor: 

A clipping from your paper 
was sent to me recently that 
carried the statement that there 
are rumors in the U.S. that alien 
orphans had been sold to per- 
sons who bought them from the 
persons adopting the children. 

There is little basis for this 
rumor. And even if some one 
had paid a large price for an 
orphan born abroad it would 
mean that the child would be 
well treated—and the child is 
the first consideration in the 
case. 

It is hard to guess even just 
why people should circulate 
such unfounded rumors. Cer- 
tainly such persons do not have 
the interests of the orphans in 
mind. 

The U.S. now has a new law 
admitting unlimited numbers of 
alien orphans for the next two 
years. We here are arranging 
to utilize this law with the idea 
of bringing over at least 10,000 
orphans from Japanese The law 
makes any orphan eligible—no 
question of race, religion or 
color. 

We are getting reports from 
Japan to the effect that some 
orphanages are refusing to re- 
Jease their children. Whatever 
the reasons may be, it is clear 
that the best interests of the 
children is not the _ prime 
motive. 

When I was over in Japan 
in 1952 it was reported that 
there were 200,000 GI babies in 
Japan. Three government sur- 
veys turned up less than 4,000! 
Of this number 1,300 have been 
adopted, mostly by Americans 
resident in Japan. American 
homes are open to many thou- 
sands more.

Gleanings From a Trip Abroad 


Nonviolence in India 


By KAZUO KURODA 


This is the last of a series of arti- 
cles by Kazuo Kuroda who recently 
returned through Europe after a 
year’s study at Harvard.—Editor. 


India is a land of great charm. 
I saw some Indian families who 
live in a room about six by 10 
feet. They have no television, 
no radio and not even those 
amenities of life which some 
people may regard as indispen- 


sable. But they looked happy. 
I thought they were even 
charming. 


My Indian friend said what 
is charming in Indian character 
is its gentleness. I think he is 
right, 


I saw many beggars in India. 
When I got rid of one, | had to 
be ready to meet another. And 
they were so persistent as to 
waik a pretty long distance 
But they never 
tried to rob. Under the same 
circumstances, there would be 
more robberies in Japan. An 
American tourist whom I[ met 
in Calcutta said he was a vic- 
tim of an attempted robbery. He 
said the ricksha man pulled his 
wagon into a dark corner and 
he barely escaped by jumping 
out. But | could not readily 
believe the story, because it was 
so much contrary to what I ex- 
perienced myself. 


Once it was so easy for them 
to rob me. | had to take a night 
flight and when | arrived at the 
airline office by taxi, the hour 
was past midnight. There was 
nobody in the front room and 
the door was closed. The driver 
demanded an exorbitant fare. | 
agreed to pay about double the 
regular meter fare but no more, 
As I was talking in a loud voice, 
a group of Indians appeared 
and surrounded me. The driver 
started to appeal to them in the 
native tongue and I did not 
understand a word of what he 
was saying. I just pushed the 
fare into the driver’s hand and 
walked off to the office. I ex- 
pected them to knock me down. 
*Both my hands were occupied 
with bags. Nothing happened. 
When I looked back, they were 
just watching. 


When I took an airport bus to 
the town of Bombay, I occupied 
the foremost seat. Someone 
else put a parcel on the seat 
next to me and it looked as if it 
were mine. Everyone came my 
way when they boarded the bus 
and they saw me and the parcel. 
Nobody paid any attention. | 
expected at least a reproachful 
eye. When an old lady came, it 
became rather painful to me, 
But she did not pay ahy atten- 
tion, either, and walkcd off te 
the rear slowly and silently. 1 
thought this was quite different 
from Japan and perhaps from 
ether countries of the world. 


I saw several outdoor statues 
of a squatting man. Some of 
them were of Mahatma Gandhi 
but I failed to identify them all. 
But it was the rirst time for me 
to see that kind of statue in a 
squatting posture. There are 
many of them in Japan, too. 
They are, however, either a 
statue of Buddha or indoor 
statues portraying historical 
figures. Our notion of a monu- 


ment-type statue is that it 
should be an expression of 
might or bodily beauty. 1 had 
never before seen a statue of an 
emaciated man squatting medi- 
tatively. 


In a Hindu temple, I saw a 
man praying before the altar. 
Perhaps | should say that the 
man was meditating. For he 
was arranging a pattern with 
grains of rice. He was doing 
it elaborately on a small wooden 
board before him. It scems that 
meditation means much to In- 
dians and it is interesting to 
see, though symbolic, the con- 
tents of the meditation of a 
man. 

I saw funeral pyres in a 
crematorium, Fragrant woods 
were piled high and the corpse 
was laid on top under the blaz- 
ing sun. Then, some butter was 
given, before the fire was. lit. 
I heard the ashes of a poor man 
are cast into the sea and those 
of a rich man into the sacred 
Ganges River. In Japanese 
crematoria, corpses are burnt 
with coal or heavy oil in a 
furnace. In India, the land of 
nonviolence, much tenderer care 
is given to the dead body. 


In Christian tradition, the 
idea of cremation itself may be 
abhorrent. But local custom, 
Christian or non-Christian, is 
beautiful as such. Parsees let 
the dead body be eater up by 
vultures. I went to the Tower 
of Silence in Bombay, where 
corpses are laid for vultures. 
Parsees do not allow Gentiles 
into their fire temples and the 
Tower of Silence. But it was 
explained to me how the rituals 
for the dead are conducted and 
how the place is kept clean. Ac- 
cording to what 1 heard, the 
origin of this method of “burial” 
was a very humble idea. The 
people worship the fire, the 
sun, water and earth. They 
cannot, therefore, burn the 
body, cannot expose it to the 
sun, cannot sink it into the 
waters and cannot bury it in 
the ground. The Parsee relig- 
ion, as its name suggests, is 
Persian and not Indian in 
origin. 


India has some modern indus- 
tries and also modern airline 
services. 1 also saw trade un- 
ionists parade with red flags. 
They were government em- 
ployes threatening to strike for 
higher wages. 


In Calcutta, I met an Indian 
journalist at the office of the 
Statesman. I wanted to know 
how communism could be popu- 
lar in Kerala and some other 
parts of India. To me, the idea 
of expropriation seemed definite- 
ly un-Indian. I was told that 
there was a problem of unem- 
ployment of some intellectuals 
who are bound to their native 
towns. 

Later, I asked myself, “Is not 
communism un-Japanese?” I 
think both capitalism and com- 
munism are Western in charac- 
ter and alien to Asia. Perhaps 
Japan has already absorbed too 
much of Western civilization. It 
is a strange fate, however, that 
Asia nowadays is so eager to 
follow the Western path of in- 
dustrialization.

Second Largest Telescope 


By RENNIE TAYLOR 


MT. HAMILTON, Calif.—The 
world’s second largest telescope 
is nearing completion. Its great 
120-inch mirror needs about 10 
more hours of work. But each 
hour requires about a week of 
testing afterward. 

The maddeningly slow pace of 
mirror grinding was explained 
by Dr. C. D. Shane, director of 
Lick Observatory, the home of 
the new instrument. 

The 10-foot mirror, made from 
a piece of glass weighing four 
tons, already is in its 150-ton 
steel mounting. In the grinding 
process 900 pounds of glass has 
been removed to make it saucer 
shaped. But there are still a 
few irregularities in the form of 
raised spots. Some of these are 
only eight millionths of an inch 
high. 

These bumps have to be 
ground off by hand. But first 
they have to be located by 
pointing the telescope at a star 
and photographing the image it 
makes by light reflected front 
the stili unsilvered disc. The 
photograph shows up irregulari- 
ties far too small to be detected 
with the naked eye.

Eye” in a coordinated look at 
far distant space. 

One of their main goals is to 
help determine the size and 
nature of the universe. 

Until a few years ago it was 
believed that galaxies beyond 
our own Milky Way were scat- 
tered at random through space. 
But studies by Dr. Shane and 
others have yielded evidence 
that galaxies, which are clusters 
composed of billions of stars, 
may themselves occur in clus- 
ters. 

If that is so, it will mean 
there is more order in the uni- 
verse than formerly believed. 
And astronomers also are begin- 
ning to talk about whether 
there might be clusters of galac- 
tic clusters.
